IN ITALIAN PRISON 


One of Five Brothers Who 


Left U. S. Pleads for Re- 
lease, Paper Says , 


Chicago — C/P) — Chicago's liquor 


gangsters learned Tuesday that Vin- 
cenzo (Jim) Genna, who fled to his na- 
tive Sicily after the third of his five 
wealthy brothers fell in reprisal war- 
fare, and of whom little or nothing 
has been heard since, is fighting to 
cut short a prison sentence ho is serv- 
ing in Italy for a jewel robbery. 


Genna is appealing hia sentence of 


several years hard labor for the theft 
of the jewels of the famous Madonna 
di Trapani in which he denies com- 
plicity, said a cable to the Chicago 
Tribune from Palermo, Italy. 


The newspaper's correspondent sahJ 


Genna was arrested at Rome in Jan- 
uary at the instance of the prefect of 
police at Palermo who is credited with 
wiping out the Mafia gangs. It was 
charged he planned the theft of the 
holy jewels shortly after he returned 
to Sicily in 1925,

HEAVIER VOTE IS 


RECOROEO AT NOON 
v • y.'^"'-' \( "Jfc'^I 


148 More Ballots^Are Report- 


ed Than, at the Primary 
Last September 


Indications at noon Tuesday were 


that a considerably heavier 
vote 


would be cast by the time the polls 
close at 8 o'clock Tuesday night than 
was recorded at the primary election 
Sept 7. 


An examination of the records of 


the election clerks in the 12 precincts 
at noon showed that 1,522 persons 
had exercised their ballot privileges. 
This was an increase of 148 over the 
number who had voted by noon at 
the primary, 1.374 ballots having been 
recorded at the corresponding time 
last September. 


Voters in four of the six wards 


turned out in larger numbers than 
they did at the primary, the vote in 
the Second and Fourth wards alone 
being lighter this time. The decrease 
in the Second ward, however, was 
only one vote. 


Especially surprising was the de- 


crease of votes in the Fourth ward, 
107 more persons having voted there 
by noon at the primary. The primary 
vote was unusually heavy for that 
ward, of course, but it was expected 
that practically 
as many 
persons 


would go to the polls this time. 


The largest increase was noted in 


the Third ward which reported 88 
more votes at noon Tuesday than at 
the primary. 
The votes at the pri- 


mary elections at noon were 247 and 
335. 
respectively. 


The Fifth ward had almost as large 


an increase, 82 more persons voting in 
both precincts by noon than at the 
primary. The Tuesday vote in this 
ward was 308.

Members of tho Chamber of Com- 


merce of the United States are voting 
in a national referendum of business 
organization on state and local taxa- 
tion questions. 
' 


The vote is on the report of a spe- 


cial committee name/l by tho cham- 
ber's board of directors to study the 
subject because of the chamber's belief 
.that the burden of tbebe taxes and the 
difficulties attending them are becom- 
ing of increasing; rational importance. 
The report is an integral part of the 
chamber's efforts to bring about the 
setting up of a normal peace-time tax- 
ation system by federal, state and lo- 
cal governments. 
Eleven 
specific 
recommendations 


made by the committee vnl Ibe. voted 
on. They deal with such subjects as 
the general property tax, taxation of 
corporations, borrowing by states and 
municipalities, and local expenditures. 
The recommendations are as follows: 


First—Intangible personal property: 


Intangible personal property should 
be taxed on the basis of annual earn- 
ings m lieu of any other taxes as to 
such property. 


Second — Ad valorem 
intangible 


property tax: For any ad valorem 
tax 
intangible 
personal 
property 


should 
be classified and the rate 


should be low, with reasonable rela- 
tion to earnings. 


Third—Inheritance taxes: Taxes im- 


posed upon the transfer of property at 
the owner's death should be in the 
form of estate taxes. 


Fourth—Inheritance taxes. 
Ther* 


should be reciprocal exemption of in- 
tangible personal 
property of 'non- 


resident decedents. 


Fifth—Individual income tax: The 
state should use uniform returns and 
each state should reciprocally allow 
credit for income tax paid in another 
state. 


Sixth—Taxes on corporations: Cor- 


porate taxes should be reduced. 


Seventh — Funded 
indebtedness: 


Bonds should be used only for non-re- 
curring capital expenditures. 


Eighth—Funded indebtedness: Seri- 


al bonds should be used for all issues. 


Ninth—Local expenditures: 
Each 


1 state should have 
an agency with 


power, upon local petition, to prevent 
unwise expenditures by Jocai govern- 
ments. 


Tenth—Accounting and audit: There 


•should be uniform accounting for each 
state and its, local governments, with 
centralized state audit facilities. 
'Eleventh—Standardization: All jur- 


isdictions levying the same kind of tax 
should have uniformity in computa- 
tion and administration and uniform- 
ity in reports. 


In a preliminary statement which 


leads up to the recommendations the 
committee has this to say of the gen- 
eral situation that exists w'lth respect 
to state and local taxation: 


Taxes levied by state and local gov- 


ernments now exceed those collected 
by the federal government. Moreover, 
state and local levies now exhibit a 
tendency to increase at an accelerated 
rate compared'fo federal 'taxes,. The 
same public pays "all the taxes regard- 
less of whether they are used to meet 
federal, state or local purposes. 


The total burden of taxes on the 


people is determined not by what any 
particular 
government agency may 


spend, but the Mim total expended by 
all our governmental units. 


The total amount of taxes collected 


by the various taxing jurisdictions of 
the country increased from 875 million 
dollars m 1890 to 7,907 million in 1924, 
or about nine times. During the same 
period federal taxes, including the 
heavy war collections, increased from 
374 million dollars to 3,095 million, or 
about eight times; state taxes lose 
from 06 million tc 1,064 million, an in- 
crease of about eleven fold; while the 
amounts collected by the local govern- 
ments increased from 405 million to 3,- 
748 million, or about nine times. The 
total volume of taxation reached its 
maximum logically during the war pe- 
riod and then later declined to be fol-

DEATH BLOW TO NEW YORK 


ROUTE 


- -The proposed ail-American ship canal 
from Lake Ontario to the Hudson river 
through Xe\v York state, has sustained 
another hard blow, and one that should 
sink it for goad. A board of five army en- 
gineers, headed 'by General 
Herbert 


Deakyne, assistant chief of engineers, has 
inade'-an unfavorable report on the pro- 
ject. This follows a report of army en- 
.gineers made in the course of the last ses- 
sion of congress that wab also adverse. • 
' -From the beginning the so-called all- 
Ainericau^route has been a dream, and 
^hiefly^a. political dream at that. ~ It has 
never had any substantial engineering 
opinion to support it. The idea was con- 
ceived many years ago, but it was rather 
aggressively revived when the St. Law- 
rence seaway was received with so much 
national favor a few years ago. This re- 
vival was a scheme of the East to head, off . 
the St. Lawrence project, to which- it" 
showed deep-seated opposition If we had 
been so unfortunate as to fall for the prop- 
aganda in favor of the all-American route 
and actually authorized its construction, it 
would have terminated in the building of 
an impractical and unusable sea connec- 
tion. That would have suited the Atlantic 
seaboard-interests and particularly the 
ports of Xew York and Boston, but it 
would have been of no value to the Great 
lakes district and the Northwest. 


The plan to dig a canal from Lake On- 


tario to the Hudson river had its chief 
recommendation in its name, an "all- 
American waterway." There was a certain 
patriotic appeal in the phrase that doubt-" 
less misled some persons into a sympa- 
thetic receptiveness. This implied argu- 
ment falls before the fact that more than 
a. hundred years of uninterrupted peace 
between Canada and the United States 
are an almost certain guarantee that war 
between the two countries will never take 
place. Furthermore, if it should, the St. 
Lawrence seaway would be of no partic- 
ular military benefit to the Canadians, nor 
would the temporary closing of an all-sea 
route from the lakes be of any particular 
handicap to the United States. I is a com- 
mercial problem pure and simple, and 
since the St. Lawrence seaway, is the log- 
ical, natural and in fact'only practical un- 


, dertaking to give the Mid-west an ocean 
"outlet, it shouH "be adopted and carried 
through. There is no objection to itrthat is 
not of a purely political -or sectional na- 
ture. Its tremendous benefit to the Mid-, 
•west is mathematically demonstrable, and 
in a broad sense its national value. Once 
the so-called all-American route, is defi- 
nitely disposed of there can be no good 
reason for not proceeding with the St. 
Lawrence project. 


A UNITED' STATES OF EUROPE

Europe" which is some day to solve all of 
Europe's political, economic and social 
ills.

Gen- 
Aerations must come and go before it can 
be accomplished, we fear; decades must 
JJP by Before the centuries of prejudice 
ifnd doubt and distrust and revenge can be 
>wiped out. 
\. The}' point to the United States of 
Vk'nierica as evidence of the soundness of 
•^"'principle and it-is true that it is an out- 
ru&nding example of what can be done by 
li complete consolidation of smaller pow- 
ers for the good of all, but it must be re- 


membered that the beginnings of the 
United States of America \\crc far diUcr- 
ent and certainly more auspicious than 
are conditions today for the formation of 
a United States of Europe.

Some day it will come. There can be no 


doubt of that. It is an ideal for which to 
strive, for which to bend every effort, but 
the proponents of the new order must not 
become impatient if progress in this direc- 
tion appears to drag, for there is a moun- 
tain of difficulties, and practical ones, in 
the way of the change. 


MUSSOLINI'S CHARMED LIFE 
Mussolini appears to bear a charmed 


life. For the sixth time an attempt was 
made to assassinate the Italian dictator. 
This time 1?he fury of the crowd was so 
great the would-be slayer was killed al- 
most in his tracks. The present attempt 
has no more significance than the others, 
nor has it any less. The majority of the 
Italian people are of fascist sympathies 
and they are for Mussolini, but there is a 
minority that hates and distrusts him 
with the same intensity that he is idolized 
by his followers. Potentially Mussolini is 
the target for hundreds of guns or dag- 
gers in the hands of anti-fascists and fa- 
natics. 


Ultimately one of them must get him, 


despite all precautions to safeguard his 
life. Life is held too lightly in Italy to 
frighten his adversaries with punishment 
or reprisal. In the meantime Mussolini is 
making history fast. Hardly a day goes by 
that the re-nationalization of the country 
under his leadership is not marked by 
some stirring or sensational episode. All 
Europe is in a state of nervous tension 
over what he will do next in his foreign 
policies arid all Italy is alive with praise 
or condemnation for his domestic policies. 
History's estimate of Mussolini no man 
can foretell. Italy has much to lose or gain 
by reason of him, and perhaps even more 
when he is gone.

THE REMOVAL POWER 


Of far reaching importance will be .the 


decision of the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States that the president has the execu- 
tive power of removing from office ex- 
ecutive officers of the government whom 
he, with the advice and consent of the 
senate, appointed. 


This decision, which was handed down 


in the form of a majority decision by 
Chief Justice William H. Taft, himself an 
ex-president, was in the Myers postmast- 
ership case from Oregon. 
The decision 


rules that the president has the right to 
remove Myers, regardless of the law of 
1876, which provides for the removal of 
postmasters of the first, second and third 
classes "by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate." 


The real effect of this decision, which 


ranks in importance with the historic case 
of Marbury vs. Madison, is 'not only to 
hold the law of 1876 void, but to invali- 
date statutes which interfere with the ex- 
ercise by the president of the exclusive 
power of removal. In other words the su- 
preme court has just made a gift of tre- 
mendous power to the president. Under 
this sweeping decision the president" will 
have the power to remove members of "all 
commissions appointed by him, although 
it has been generally supposed that they 
could not be removed except for malfea- 
sance. 


It is not a popular decision, either with 


the supreme court or with ttte common 
citizen. It reposes- a little too much 
authority in the president. There are not 
enough safeguards. The minority of the 
supreme court point out that it overturns 
the noted decision of the same tribunal in 
the Marbury vs. Madison case and runs 
Contrary to a long line of court decisions 
and of laws passed by congress. 


It is impossible to predict just what the 


result of this decision will be. 
In the 


hands of a wise president the situation 
may be safe, but if the president does not 
prove to be wise—what then? Where arc 
our safeguards? 


HOME CANNEKS' CAN'T CAN VITAMIN 


From time to'-yme I have mentioned here that 


factory 
canned" tomatoes are nearly as good as 


fresh tomatoes, or rather the juice is, as a substi- 
tute for orange juice in tho feeding of infants, be- 
cause tomatoes canned in tho factory retain much 
of their antiscurvy vitamin, but tomatoes canned 
at home are practically useless for this purpos'e. 


This brings many protests or at least leading 


questions from housekeepers, such as this: 


"No home canned tomatoes for baby? Shall 1 


apologize or will you? Did'you ever hear of 
home canning Ijy the one period cold pack pro- 
cess, the method" taught in our Michigan bo.\s' 
and girls' clubs? I am under the impression 
these arc e\en better for the youngest member 
than those bouchten at the store." (Mrs. H. 
K. W.) 
1 have not intimated that home canned tomatoes 


are not as good for the baby as they arc for any- 
body else, but only that tomatoes canned at home 
do not retain the antiscorbutic vitamin as do toma- 
toes canned in the factory. I do not know precisely 
what the process of canning this Michigan corres- 
pondent mentions may be^ 


Another woiifan gives a detailed description of a 


process of canning in which jars are filled with 
tomatoes and water right to the brim, and the screw 
tops are then put on and turned down nearly but 
not quite tight, and then the tomatoes in the can 
are cooked for a time and finally the covers are 
screwed down tight. This process, the correspondent 
thought, amounts practically to a vacuum process 
and she believed it conserves the vitamin. 


Xo. If the screw caps were applied tightly first, 


to seal the cans hermetically, and then the toma- 
toes cooked, that would amount practically to 
vacuum process 
canning, but it would probably 


burst the jar. 


In the factory the tomatoes are placed in the tins 


witii enough water to fill the tin to the brim, and 
the tin is then soldered so that it is hermetically 
sealed, and finally the sealed tins are cooked. The 
tin permits some expansion without bursting. There 
is a vacuum within the container. That means that 
no oxidation can occur, and it is oxidation that de- 
stroys the vitamin during heating or cooking. 


I should think ;s would be possible for the home 


canner to use tins instead of glass jars, with a slip 
cover or a screw cap- which could be hermetically 
sealed before the heating or cooking is done, and 
so have the advantage of the vacuum process and 
retain the vitamin which prevents scurvy and other 
troubles. 


The same observations apply, of course", to any 


other vegetable or fruit. Besides fresh tomato juice 
or the juice of factory canned (not home canned) 
tomato, there are numerous other vegetable or fruit 
juices which may be used for feeding ^he young in- 
fant, instead of orange juice, which is good for the 
purpose but not always obtainable. 
Peach juice, 


pear juice, apple juice, apricot juice, cherry juice, 
plum or prune juice, grape juice, ihelon juice, berry 
juice, the juice from cabbage raw,, onions, string 
beans, green peas, in fact the raw juice of any fruit 
or vegetable which ripens in the sun.

The insurance company "which 'employs this busy 
body nurse aira a good'tnany others of simila¥ type, 
exacts from 'the customer an-outrageously high 
price for the funeral-insurance on which-the com- 
pany thrives. . I thank God every day for life in- 
surance; it enables a man to live more happily and 
to die if it comes to that without complaint. But it 
seems to me that another investigation committee 
is needed right now to bring various gigantic in- 
surance corporations back to the legitimate field of 
life insurance. I warn the layman to beware of the 
subsurface and bare faced quackery which is be- 
ing practiced upon certain classes of policy holders 
by these too successful trusts. Insurance compan- 
ies who exact' such-excessive premiums from un- 
fortunate customers that* they have-these enormous 
surplus funds, to spend for nurses and so .called 
health service are robbing the man they insure in 
order to extend their paternalistic "care" to his 
widow or orphans—provided the widow and orphans 
submit to being thus "insured" with the same out- 
fit.

By selling the flax and buying Hnse* 
meal, he said, the farmers can roal!J» 
a greater saving than would otherwise 
result from the direct feeding method.

"The practice of growing flax and 


small grains together, -such as wheat 
and oats is very satisfactory." Pro 
fessor Wright stated, because the crop 
can bf harvested, cured and threshet 
with less difficulty."

The only disadvantage ,n the mixed 


growing process, is the necessary sep- 
aration of the flax from the wheat or 
oats, he said.

figures on the average acreage return 
of. the crop in comparison to othei 
small grains in an effort to encourage 
further flax growing among the fann- 
ing communities of the state.

cash gram crop, but the farmers ap- 
parently do not realize the profits to be 
secured from growing the grain,' he 
said "The average farmer has become 
interested in dairying and other farm 
pursuits and has forgotten that there 
is such a thing as flax growing.

turns per acre were substantial^ 
greater than the returns from wheat 
barley, eats and buckwheat.

erage return per acre for barley a
